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Report criticized

“A total and complete hoax” 
were the words Professor Harry 
Aron used to describe the Report 
of the California State University 
and Colleges (CSUC) Ad Hoc 
Committee on Procurement and 
Retention of Quality Faculty 

Aron’s conviction of the 
document's inadequacy was 
reiterated by Faculty Senator Nor- 
man Roth and Marguerite Dunton 
at the Wednesday meeting of the 
Faculty Senate Executive Com- 
mittee. 

Roth. Dunton. and Aron are 
members of a Faculty Senate sub- 
committee appointed recently to 
prepare a response to the report 
received by CSUS faculty senators 
in mid-October from the CSUC 
Trustees. 

According to Roth. chair of the 
subcommittee. the report ts based 
on a number of questionable as- 
sumptions, one of which deals with 
what the report calls a “steady state 
and or declining enrollment” 
within the CSUC system 

Statistics, contended Roth, in- 
dicate that during the current 
academic year, and perhaps in the 
immediate academic year, the ma- 
jority of the CSUC system's 
institutions have sustained and 
even increased their enrollments. 

“We are not at that same period 
of rapid growth that may have been 
characteristic of CSUC (0 years 
ago. but we also are not at a point 
where we are finding. or necessarily 
need to talk about, a steady state.” 
he said. 

The “steady state” idea ts 


predicated ona misconception that 
students enrolled in the CSUC 
system's institutions are between 
the ages of 18 and 22. Roth ex- 
plained 

Enrollment figures show that 
the median age of CSUS students ts 
26 

Furthermore, Roth said, the 
“steady state assumption 
overlooked the possibility that 
faculty members and collective 
campus organizations could exer- 
cise imagination in recruiting 
students from segments of the 
population who are not currently a 
part of the regular CSUC's student 
bodies. 

“We (CSUC system faculty) 
have a potential (student) market 
which far exceeds the (student) 
market that seems to be implied 
when talking about steady state 
and decreasing enrollment.” he 
said, 

Assuming what he defined as 
the faculty's role to respond in 
analysis rather than obedience of 
the report, Aron n ' that it 
ignored all that ts ki ) about the 
context of excellence ini ~ history 
of a particular CSUC insutution 
and did not allow for any con- 
siderations of faculty working con- 
ditions. 

‘ nother assumption, implicit in 
the iment, according to Dun- 
ton, was that faculty members were 
not fully aware of the effect of their 
teaching on students. 

“All of us are evaluated 
everytime we walk into a clas- 
sroom, and we constantly evaluate 
ourselves everytime we walk out of 
a classroom,” Dunton explained

“High taxes make it impossible

Abernathy wants more ac- 
countability in educational 


programs “so if they don't work 
there are funds to replace them 
with something that will.” While he 
notes “there are too many people 
training for highly technical jobs,” 
he believes there should be less aes- 
thetics and more basics in 
education.

Collective Bargaining: Casillas 
mentioned her father was. a 
steelworkers’ organizer and her 
hushand a social worker organizer 
She favored binding arbitration 
and the right to strike “with the ex- 
ception of the groups that don't 
seck that right because their public 
image would be destroyed: police 
and firemen.”

Dr. James Archer went to last 
Friday's meeting of the ASI Ex- 
ecutive Committee merely to ex- 
plain CSUS' new add drop policy 
Instead, Archer, academic vice 
president. exposed an under- 
current of student resentment over 
not being consulted on policy 
decisions. 

Currently, all students have up 
to four weeks after the beginning of 
a semester to add or drop a class 
without a special petition 

The new policy, adopted by the 
Faculty Senate and approved by 


CSUS President James G. Bond 
Oct. & for the spring semester, 
shortens the drop period to two 
weeks and the add period to three 
wecks. 

According to Archer, the new 
system would help the student who 
needs to add a class but doesn’t 
know which classes have vacancies. 

CSUS will begin publishing a 
computer print out,  space- 
available directory next semester 
As classes are dropped. vacancies 
will show up on this directory. Ar- 
cher contends the one-week lag 
between the fina! drop date and the

Perhaps it was the promotional 
“new Dylan” hype or the recent 
media deluge that caused the 
empty backrows but Bruce 
Springsteen, the man from Asbury

For if Dylan could ever attain the 
physical energy level of a 
Springsteen concert, he would ar- 
rive DOA at the nearest hospital 
Starting 40 minutes late and 
with the electricity in the air 
building, the show began with 
“Thunder Road,” the opening song 
from his latest album. Sharing a 
dim spotlight with Roy Bittan on 
piano, Springsteen gave the 
audience a taste that they would be 
velling for when the house lights 
finally came on at 11 o'clock 


As the song ends, the E Street 
Band enters and he waves them by, 
like greeting friends at the door of a 
party. The last to enter is super sax 
player Clarence “Nick” Clemons 
wearing a white suit complete with 
wide brimmed hat. As they bow to 
each other in respect, the band hits 
the opening chords of “Tenth 
Avenue Freeze Out” and the party 
is in motion 


As his song “Jungleland™ ends. 
he falls to one knee, puts his fist to 
his forehead and whispers the final 
words of the songs. Bruce and his 
outstanding band play one more 
song and the show ends witha grin- 
ning Springsteen resting his elbow 
on Clemons’ shoulder. 


It was a full two minutes before 
Springsteen and his band returned 
to chants of “Bruce, Bruce, Bruce 

Bruce” and lit matches. The 
encore, a |2-minute medley of old 
rock ‘n roll hits (“Devil With A BI- 
ue Dress.”

(U.S.) Bonds hit, “Quarter To 
Three.” THe song ends and the 
band literally carried him off stage 
under their arms. I think he 
probably would have played all 
night if they had let him.

The hardships and growth of a 
New York Jewish family struggling 
to survive in Depression America 
will unfold on the Playwright 
Theater stage when the CSUS 
Theater Arts Department revives 
Clifford Odets’ drama, “Awake 
and Sing!”

The play will open Nov. 7 and

Set in the Bronx apartment of

Leonard Nimoy,

“It has been seven years since we 
last filmed an episode of ‘Star 
Trek’; most people are quite sur- 
prised at that. In 1968 NBC 
decided they no longer needed us 
on their network, | believe they 
have been sorry ever since.” 

So stated Leonard Nimoy dur- 
ing a recent lecture for the A.M. 
series at the Community Center 
Speaking on poetry and the series 
he made famous (“Star Trek”). 
Nimoy went on to explain what his 
life has been like since the demise of 
the science-fiction program. 

After two years of “Mission Im- 
possible” Nimoy asked to be 
released from his role due to a lack 
of curiosity. He summed up his 
feelings by saying, “I could no 
longer learn from it.” 

Over the last few years, Nimoy 
has turned into quite a romantic. 
He has written numerous books on 
poetry, and his poems speak of 
tenderness and warmth in a cruel 
world. Quite a change from the 


precise,  pointed-eared. _ half- 
Vulcan he portrayed on “Star 
Trek” 


His latest book is called, “] Am 
Not Spock” (the character he 
played for three years on “Star 
Trek”). Nimoy in no way ts putting 
down his Spock image, he 1s only 
telling about the phenomenon that 
everywhere he goes, the pointed- 
earned Vulcan stands behind him. 

In responding to the question 
why “Star Trek” still remains so 
popular after each a long duration 
of time, he said: 

“During filming, the characters 
of the ‘Star Trek” Series were’ @ 
family tied to each other through 
common interests and loyalty. 
diverse in their backgrounds, but 
with a deep mutual respect for each 
other's talent and individuality.” 

Nimoy went on to say that “Star 
Trek” was not only a series about 
adventure, but it was a dream of a 
better world where people exist to 
further humanity and not just 
themselves 

“Star Trek” has spawned a cult 
of followers unknown in the film 
industry. Since the last original 
show in 1968, viewers have been 
writing Gene Rodeenberry (creator 
and producer), NBC and 
Paramount Studios to make either 
a movie or new series. 

“Trekkies” may yet have their 
wish! Roddenberry was asked to 
prepare a script for a full-length 


“Star Trek” movie, which he did., 


But for some reason, it was turned 
down. The script delt with the 
concept of God, termed too con- 
troversial by high executives. 

If there is a “Star Trek” movie, 
will Nimoy play first officer Spock? 
Leaving the question unanswered, 
the actor stated with a grin: “Who 
else would do it?”

Colleges: “| have never seen any 
statistic which tells anyone that a 
state university graduate is a lesser 
person than one produced by the 
UC system.” Thus, he advocates 
lowering UC standards to admit 
minorities, for it would “enrich the 
campus.” He wants less tuition and 
more support by taxes such as one 
that could be levied if dogracing 
were allowed

were “almost on welfare salaries.”

Dunton en that the 
report be sent back for further 
study. 

Included in the report were 
several recommendations which 
came under attack by the sub- 
committee. 

One controversial recormmen- 
dation discussed reads: “In order to 
relate periodic evaluations after the 
granting of tenure to the need for 
continuous high standards in 
teaching and scholarship and to 
provide positive recognition of 
those tenured full professors at the 
fifth salary step of their rank who 
continue to grow professionally. 
funding should be sought by the 
CSUC Board of Trustees for three 
additional salary steps to the rank 
of professor of approximately five 
per cent increments each.” 

“This entire approach is based 
upon fiscal expediency rather than 
upon personal performance,” Roth 
said of the recommendation. 


If such a procedure was im- 
plemented at CSUS this week. 
Roth projected that. adhering to a 
designated 20 per cent maximum 


of fifth salary step professors 
allowed to advance to the next 
merit salary level, only 27 per cent 
of the full professors could be con- 
sidered meritorious. 

“1 see these three additional 
(merit salary) steps as a means for 
controlling senior faculty 
members.” Faculty Senator Jo 
Lonam remarked. 

Faculty Senator Erwin Kelly 
advocated diverting the funds that 
would be available through the 
proposed merit salary increases 


for full professors and other 
sources to the lower instructor 
levels 


Kelly's notion was included ina 
set of alternatives and suggestions 
proposed by the subcommittee to 
the report. 

Other suggestions involved the 
possibility of the CSUC Trustees 
investigating an adult education 
program, concerning itself with 
faculty working conditions. and 
allowing sabbatical leaves for all 
taculty members 

The subcommittee’s response 
will be presented to the Faculty 
Senate at its regular meeting next 
Wednesday

cluding the new policy, goes to the 
printer shortly and any further 
changes would necessitate revising 
the schedule and causing a delay in 
its delivery to the students. 

ASI General Counsel Gary Ar- 
chibald contended the faculty 
wanted this plan to open up more 
teaching positions and thought 
students should have more say 
where faculty positions are going. 

The number of faculty positions 
is based on the number of Full- 
Time Equivalent Students (FTE) 
from the previous year. The FTE is 
determined immediately after the 
add drop period. With a shorter 
drop period some students may not 
have time to make up their minds 
and may stay in a class anyway 
This would raise the FTE and 
make it easier for the faculty to 
argue for more teaching positions. 


ASI President John Giannoni 
conceded the plan may be a good 
one Sut summed up the Executive 
Committee's feelings: “This stuff 
has to stop. We should have had 
some sort of input on the whole 
situation.” 

Archer agreed there should be a 
better liaison between the Facuity 
Senate and the Student Senate
